I	am	a	user	and	big	proponent	of	local	ISP's.	We	have	multiple	providers	in	my	area,	and	it	serves
nicely	to	engender	competition,	increase	service	offerings,	and	increase	speed	offerings.	I	realize
I'm	lucky	to	have	multiple	providers;	it	is	not	the	case	in	most	of	the	country.

I	have	fiber	service	now	from	Sonic	(a	local	provider),	but	previously	had	cable	data	service	using	a
small	provider	(Wave),	and	prior	to	that	had	DSL	service	from	a	local	reseller.	In	all	cases,	having
the	options	led	to	better	service,	better	offerings,	and	lower	cost	for	the	user...	all	things	I	would
want	my	government	to	prioritize	over	corporate	profits.	

Please	do	everything	possible	to	support	broadband	competition.	As	in	all	things,	competition	=
consumer	benefit	and	monopoly	=	corporate	benefit.
